Santa Ana Boy Passes Exam­ 
ination In S. F. For Service 
In Aviation Branch 


The regular army examination ie a 
joke aa compared with 
that 
given 
men enlisting in the aviation corps, 
according to Howard 
H&nkey, 
who 
writes his father, J. A. Hankey, from 
Berkeley, that he ha* passed the ex­ 
amination for the aviation section and 
expects soon to receive orders to re­ 
port at Oklahoma for training. Hankey 
iB instructor in the extension 
work 
department of the 
state 
university 
and by enlisting will 
surrender 
a 
good .position when he is called. 
He writes as follows: 
“Well, I passed 
the 
examination. 
Only sixteen out of forty-three parsed, 
so I guess I should feel pretty good. 
It was an awful ordeal, I can tell you. 
It took about ten hours, during which 
time I was examined in the most thor­ 
ough manner possible. 
The regular 
army examination is a Joke in com­ 
parison. 
Then they put me through 
the teat. 
Of course I got sick. Half 
of the men did. But that was the nor­ 
mal thing to do, and counted in my 
favor. 
I was whirled around sixty 
tim es in all. 
Try it and Bee how long 
you can hold your lunch. 
“Just before I took my examination 
I w as informed by the university in­ 
telligence bureau that I was practical­ 
ly sure to be appointed aa an observer. 
That means a Aret 
lieutenant, 
and 
that, insofar as I can learn, an im­ 
mediate appointment, perhaps within 
ten days; that I go very soon to Okla­ 
homa for 
training 
in 
protography, 
radiography, machine gun firing, map 
drawing, the use of artillery, etc. The 
observer is in charge of the machine 
—the pilot is only the chauffeur, so 
to speak. 
The observer draw* maps 
of enemy territory, takes pictures of 
German trenches, observes the pro­ 
gress of battle, directs artillery fire, 
and makes all sorts of observations. I 
believe that would be most interest­ 
ing. 
“One reason why I am anxious to 
get the observer’s appointment is that 
is means a commission right away. A 
commission carries with it assurance 
equivalent to six-months’ pay ($1000). 
lf I don’t get my commission, I will of 
course attend th* 
aviation 
school. 
The pay has recently been raised from 
$33 to $100. 
This is in addition to 
room and board. The pay of a pilot or 
observer is $2000 aa base pay, plus 
25 per cent while flying, and I think 
plus IO per cent more for foreign ser­ 
vice. 
“The aviator Is the beet cared for 
man in the service. 
Of course, it is 
dangerous, but England 
has 
ranked 
two other branches as 
being 
more 
hazardous. 
“I am studying French 
and 
have 
rigged up a wireless outfit 
in 
my 
room and am practicing on it. 
“I have a letter from my captain 
at the Presidio, who Ie now a lieu­ 
tenant t-oolonel, saying that he had not 
recommended me for a commission be­ 
cause of my lack of military experi­ 
ence, but that I was well qualified for 
the intelligence bureau or other work. 
So I shall file an application at Wash­ 
ington, as soon as I get my aviation 
commission, for an 
appointment 
in 
that divteion. 
I do not know how long 
they will keep me at Oklahoma, but 
for three months I suppose, and then 
France.” ----------

Johnson Again Gills Attention 
to Weights and Meas­ 
ures Laws 


Recent instructions sent to sealers 
of weights and measures all over the 
state by Charles G. Johnson, state 
superintendent of the weights and 
measures departments, again urges 
the strict enforcement of the net con­ 
tainer act and again calls attention to 
the fact that a cord of wood means 
128 cubic feet of wood and that a ton 
of coal weighs 2,000 pounds. 
The following paragraphs appear 
in the circular received by George 
McPhee, county sealer of weights and 
measures: 
"I have, from time to time, directed 
your attention to the importance of 
the r^ id enforcement of the net con­ 
tainer act. 
The main purpose of this 
law is to protect the consuming pub­ 
lic in the purchase of food products, 
when same are sold in sealed tin 
cans; 
sealed' packages; 
boxes; 
or 
other containers. 
“All persons offering for sale food 
In containers are today equipped with 
accurate weighing and measuring de­ 
vices by which to accurately estim ate 
quantity, for which reason commer­ 
cial misconduct in the sale of food 
products in containers is directly the 
result of carelessness, indifference, 
and actual intent to commit fraud. 
When these circumstances are respon­ 
sible for a violation of this law, they 
shall not be palliated or excused. 
For Plain Honesty 
“No restrictive law has been put in­ 
to operation along broader education­ 
al lines, or with greater considera­ 
tion for commercial 
harmony 
than 
this law. 
While if has brought about 
a general complaint by persons whose 
commercial policies are based on the 
highest principles of commercial hon-1 
est.v, there are those who criminally I 
disregard these policies, thereby vio-| 
latlng these commercial 
principles, 
which must be upheld by the rigid en­ 
forcement of this law. 
“All containers of food products must 
declare on the label a truthful state-, 
ment of their contents, and you w ill,1 
by a regular system of Inspection, ver \ 
ify these contents by actual test. You 
will endeavor, through every available 
medium, to dissipate the general in-: 
difference of the housewife in her pur-| 
chases of food products In containers,1 
by directing her attention to the fact 
that each container is indicated with 
a statem ent of the actual contents,: 
which statem ent is the only evidence 
by which she can 
protect herself 
against deception. 
“The careful and conservative ad- J 
ministration of this law' will effect a 
most valuable co-operation with the j 
general policy of economy and con­ 
servation. 
There is no legislation 
which is more conducive to the pro­ 
tection of the purchasing power of the 
dollar than the weights and (measures ‘ 
law, and their force in this resi>ect is! 
conditioned upon your efficiency and 
vigilance. 
"You will not take conditions for 
granted, but will make the actual in­ 
spections, and determine the accu­ 
racy of the quantity represented. The 
possibility of an error In estimating 
quantity, due to negligence and care­ 
lessness is ever present, the effect 
of which presents the same results 
as premeditated intent. 
“The merits of the net container act 
has been thoroughly established. 
Its 
purimse, as a useful and beneficial 
force during the past three years Is 
thoroughly confirmed. 
It is clearly 
comprehensive and constitutional, and 
It becomes your duty to give the peo­ 
ple the protection and general bene­ 
fits provided therein, by a substantial 
and practical enforcement. 
“In order that the pubUc may be 
protected in the estimation of quan­ 
tity in the purchase of fire wood, this 
department lias established and per­ 
manently fixed as a legal measure the 
standard cord of 128 cubic feet,-which 
you will rigidly enforce.

and insist upon him quoting his price! 
per cord, half cord, or quarter cord. I 
He does not sell wood cheaper by the 
rick, rack, or tier than he does by th e ! 
cord. In the purchase of wood by the! 
cord, the public will know the quan­ 
tity they are getting, and you will! 
make it your special duty to verify 


the quantity whenever requested to 
do so. • 
“In the purchase of coa’, each sack 
must contain IOO pounds, net weight, 
which meean8 IOO pounds, not includ­ 
ing the weight of Hie sack. 
One ton 
of coal shall consist of 2,000 pounds, 
and not 1,700 or 1,990 pounds. There 
is no tolerance allowed in deficiency 
of 2,000 pounds. 
“The public must realize that this 
department stands for their protec­ 
tion. Dissipate by all available means 
public

quantity, for the purchasing power of 
the dollar is fcondltioncd 
upon 
the 
quantity which It will buy. 
The mer­ 
chants are equipped
